Also opposed to the 
decision was Attorney General 
Robert J. Del Tufo who in a 
written statement said, "I believe 
the interest of justice require that 
the matter be presented to another 
Grand Jury." 
The second investigation was 
a result of discoveries that 
significant errors in evidence had

From whence does help come?

In November 14th, at 6:P.M. 
the channel 7 Eyewitness News 
broadcast introduced a segment of 
the show entitled The American 
Agenda. Aired during that seg- 
ment was a story concerning a 
"drug cour" in Dade County 
Florida. That report showed 
where a significant level of suc- 
cess is being realized in a drug 
treatment program that works in 
conjunction with the court system 
in Dade County. 

During the report it was stated 
that, "out of 2000 people involved 
in their program, who were ar- 
rested and sent to the drug pro- 

hogram,-only 25 people were:rear- 
„rested for drug abuse..It appeared 
that the drug program contained 
components that provided job- 
training, remedial education, lec- 
tures on drug abuse, urine was 
tested for drugs on a daily basis 
for one year. When an individual 
successfully completes the pro- 
gram their police record was ex- 
punged. The cost per program 
participant was stated at $700 as 
compared to thousands spent to

The judge for the "drug court" 
was an ex-police officer and ap- 
peared to be a compassionate but 
stern individual. His attitude to- 
wards the people who came be- 
fore him seemed very light yet 
encouraging when an individual 
was doing well in the program 
however, when an individual was 
in any way negligent when they 
presented themselves before the 
judge, they were treated with 
sternness. In one instance, a 
young woman who had not ap- 
peared in court at the appointed 
time experienced the more 
‘solemn side of the judges' person- 
ality. He heard her. story which 
was that she had been ill. The 
judge,. never-theless, sentenced 
the young woman to two weeks in 
jail as a result of her apparent ne- 
glectfulness.

Nation loses in struggle against poverty 


(NNAP)—Anthony is a 
twelve-year-old boy living in a 
Washington, D.C. homeless 
shelter. He had trouble fitting in 
and relating to his classmates in 
the one school he remembers 
fondly. He was "different" and 
they knew it. 

“When I first got there, I 
looked ugly and people called me 
stinky," said Anthony. "I ain't had 
any friends." His story is one 
of seven profiles on homeless 
children in this fall's 
"American Educator." Their per- 
sonal experiences are heart- 
wrenching depictions of confu- 
sion, anger, and frustration with 
the never-ending poverty cycle. 
But several expressed their de- 
sires to make something of them- 
selves. Unfortunately, because 
homeless children are constantly 
shuttled from school- to school 
and lack stability, the opportunity 
to receive or complete a decent 
education is limited. 

For more than a decade our 
nation has been losing in the 
struggle against child and family 
poverty. For too many people, es- 


pecially children, poverty has 
won. It is time to fight back and 
defeat poverty. 

There is simply no economic, 
Social, or political excuse for this 
country to tolerate a child poverty 
Tate more than three times that of 
Switzerland or twice that of Ger- 
many. 

The Census Bureau's data reveal 
that: 

* The child poverty rate rise 
from 19.5 percent in 1988 to 19.6 
percent in 1989, leaving 12.6 
million children below the 
poverty line. 

* For the nation's youngest 
children (those under age six), the 
Poverty rate is 22.5 percent. 
Families with children headed by 
parents younger than 25 had a 
poverty rate of 44.7 percent in 
1989. 

* More than half (51.1 per- 
cent) of all children living in- 

female-headed families-were poor 
in-1989. 

From 1964 to 1969, when we 
had economic growth and the 
government fought to reduce 
poverty, 1.25 million children

We can reduce poverty if we 
fight it rather than ignore it. Ef- 
forts initiated now and sustained 
throughout this decade could vir- 
tually eliminate child poverty. It 
takes strong will and leadership. 

It takes money as well. In

Thomas, and Alvin Chea got to- 
gether in 1980 at Oakwood Col- 
lege, a small Christian school in 
Alabama. Their 1988 debut al- 
bum "Take 6," brought together 
an exciting blend of jazz, scat, 
doo-wop, gospel, rhythm and 
blues, 


"So Much 2 Say," the group's 
latest album contains songs that 
Showcase these six strong voices 
at their best. This record, opens 
with "So Much Say," a jazzy, fast 
paced, vocal intro that jumps out 
of the speakers with urgency and 
inventiveness. "If you can be at- 
tentive The talk'll be preventive," 
they sing as they race to the end 
of this brief song.

Take 6s popularity has 
proven that a musical group with 
something to say is appreciated. 

Acapella singing is not rap 
but it contains the very black 
Cultural elements that rap needs to 
sustain itself. Acapella singing 
uses the human voice in its raw 
stages much like rap. But unlike 
rap, acapella singing contains 
melody that some rap songs only 
achieve through sampling. Due to 
all the law suits behind the legal- 
ity of sampling (borrowing riffs, 
and in some cases, entire musical 
tracks from previously recorded 
music), this form of music pro- 
duction might have had its day. 
Already many rap artists like 
M.C. Hammer and KRS-ONE are 
creating their own musical tracks. 
This is a shrewd move but what 
might even be more interesting is 
the fusion of rap with acappell 
this meeting of the rapping voice 
with the singing voice. 

Acapella singing 


like rap 


makes something from nothing, 
requiring no instruments, just vo- 
cal ability and creativity. This 
making a way out of no way is 
the daily challenge of the creative 
artist, whether he puts pen to pa- 
Per or notes to paper. The human 
beat, when a rapper uses his 
hands slapping against his body 
Or making percussive sounds 
within his throat, has been a tech- 
nique used from the early days of 
rap music's development The 
original beat box rapper has been 
identified as Doug E. Fresh al- 
though Biz Markie (The Inhuman 
Orchestra) and D-Nice have also 
been recognized as rappers who 
have played their bodies like in- 
struments. Humming, chanting, 
and even whistling has added to 
the range of background effects 
that could be used in rap music. 
As rap and acapella travel 
along the same black musical 
track, it will be interesting to see 
where they will intersect. If they 
fuse in a real way, thanks will 
have to go to groups like Take 6. 
And this could be another way for 
rap to reinvent itself, another 
fresh approach, a connection that 
could lead to rap's next horizon.

Residents 
have complained bitterly to thc 
City Administration for help in 
getting the problems abated. 


Earlier in the week, the casc 
regarding no hot water, was tricd 
before Newark Municipal Court 
Judge, the Honorable Alison 
Brown Jones. After examining 
the evidence the judge began to 
tule on the various counts re- 
garding lack of hot water, as- 
sessing fines of $500 per count 
for 16 counts, totalling $8,000 
and $400 court fees, Additionally, 
the judge ruled that Chalasani 
must serve 200 hours of commu- 
nity service in Newark. An addi- 
tional charge of $700 was as- 
sessed for seven other counts at 
$100 per count. If the fines are 
not paid within the timeframe | 
specified, the landlord will have | 
to spend 30 days in jail for each 
count.

Jackson's downfall had little 
to do with the fact that the Knicks 
recently lost five straight, looked 
pathetic at home and were 7-8 in 
their first 15 games. Jackson was 
put in the difficult position of im- 
proving on the success of his 
mentor, former Knick head coach 
Rick Pitino. 

Pitino, bringing a take-no- 
prisoners, full-court trapping de-

dan and the Chicago Bulls in 
Game 1 at the Garden (where 
they blew a 10 point lead in the 
last 7 minutes) of reaching the 
Eastern Conference semifinals. 

Suffice it to say, Jackson had 
a tough act to follow. It seemed 
Bianchi, only after being turned 
down by his old buddy, Dallas 
coach John McLeod, sought the 
cool, corporate mentality of a Stu 
Jackson to smooth some of the 
rough of edges of Pitino's exciting 
pressing, trapping and bombing 
game by injecting more of a half 
Court game involving Ewing.

Was it Jackson's fault that the 
Knicks weren't as exciting any- 
more? Was it his fault that man- 
agement wanted to play a half 
court game with freewheeling 
players like Mark Jackson, Gerald 
Wilkins and Johnny Newman? 
Would Jackson, who studied un- 
der run- and-gun Pitino for years, 
have done things differently if he 
weren't under Bianchi's mandate 
of becoming like the (often bor- 
ing, but extremely successful) the 
Detroit Pistons? 

It wasn't totally Jackson's 
fault that the quest for a half- 
court game failed. Jackson was 
clearly the fall guy, a smart young 
coach fired for doing exactly 
what he was asked to do. 

On the other hand, the Knicks. 
may do better under a veteran 
coach like McLeod. I know his 
Phoenix and Dallas teams liked to 
push the ball - maybe he'll help 
teach the Knicks how to push it a 
little bit more. Also, it seemed 
some of the Knicks players had 
trouble adjusting ‘from the ra-ra, 
go-get'em New-Yorker mentality 
of a Rick Pitino to the cool, IBM- 
corporate K.C.  Jones-Lenny 
Wilkens style coaching of Stu 
Jackson. 

Like K.C. and Wilkens, I can 
see Jackson becoming a very suc- 
cessful coach with the right team. 
Bianchi's firing of Jackson was 
unfair and more an indictment of 
his own bad moves than anything 
else.

the City of Richmond" case, in 
which the U.S. Supreme Court 
tuled that minority set-asides 
were illegal, the floodgates have 
opened all across America toward 
White challenges of all affirma- 
tive action contracting programs. 
‘The challenges against minority 
Contractors in Washington, D.C., 
Richmond, VA, Tampa, Chicago, 
and other places, are being lead 
by a well-funded, national, white- 
‘dominated organization called the 
Associated General Contractors 
of America (AGC), Unless 
African-Americans in political of- 
fices, chambers of 


much more aware of the long- 
range implications of this prob- 
lem and finally come to the de- 
fense of Black participation in 
this vital industry. 

The not-too-subtle strategies 
of the David Dukes, Jesse Helms 
Keep-Them-Down-On-The-Farm 
voters and the Reagan and Bush 
Administrations, are the obvious 
symbols of our nation's preoccu- 
pation with white superiority con- 
cepts. Blacks on the block will 
have to be alert that the impact of 
groups like the AGC will not be 
publicly evident until it is too late 
for us to salvage our vital role in 
the national construction industry. 


Unless people in our community 
stand shoulder-to-shoulder con- 
tracting will again become the 
exclusive domain of majority 
contractors. Until we collectively 
realize that our petty differences 
undermined the gains of the over- 
all group we will be held in 
bondage by well-financed groups 
like the AGC. We should all be 
aware that if white "status quo" 


groups, such as the AGC, win 
their basic goals on this and other 
fronts, financial support of urban 
communities will decline, urban 
blight will increase and depriva- 
tion of black communities will 
continue to mount. 


churches, professional organiza- 
tions and religious groups rally 
around local and national minor- 
ity contracting efforts it may take 
only a matter of months before 
the plaintiffs foreclose on us in 
each locale. Then all of us, on the 
block and off, will wake up to 
find that each of our communities 
is in absolute economic bondage 
to local affiliates of the AGC. 

In Washington, D.C., an AGC 
inspired suit is trying to eliminate 
the city's 35 percent set-aside 
program. Across the rest of the 
country, the AGC has relentlessly 
Sought to eliminate minority par- 
ticipation in each jurisdiction 
across the country. The AGC 
vengeance against Black Builders 
Shows the solidarity and greed of 
this majority group toward their 
Collective interests. So as a matter 
Of collective Black Enterprise, 
While minority contractors are in 
Court trying to stabilize their 
‘Meager gains in construction op- 
Portunities, the boys and girls on 
the block will have to become
